June Car Sales Hit 360,236; Ford Price Boosts on 1937 Models Not 
Likely to be Followed by Others; UAW Pledges End to Wildcat Strikes

84,500 Units plant, production of cars and trucks in 

the United States and Canada will drop 

to 84,500 units the current week, compared with 88,149 a 

week ago and 85,095 in the same period of 1936, according 

to ADN figures. No tapering off is noted in the Chrysler 

divisions, and the General Motors group and Willys con- 
tinue operations at a better clip than last year. 


Ford, Packard and Studebaker continue darkened dur- 
ing the current week, which ends Aug. 7. Of this group, 
only Ford has announced a definite return to production. 
Ford is expected to resume manufacture of 1937 models 
at a rate of about 6,000 units a day, beginning Aug. 9. 

Projected operation in the General Motors group should 
result this week in the production of about 46,875 cars 
and trucks, a drop of 1,225 from last week’s revised total 
of 48,100. The group total for this week last year was 
31,650 units. According to ADN figures, Chevrolet will 
continue to lead all producers, but will drop about 1,000 
from its regular pace to produce about 29,000 units during 
the week. Pontiac, tapering, but still vastly above its 
pace at this time last year, is expected to maintain last 
week’s rate of slightly above 6,500 units. Oldsmobile 
projects 5,500, against 5,511 last week, and 900 at this 
time in 1936, ADN estimates. Cadillac-LaSalle will drop 
slightly from its 1,200 last week to produce about 1,000 
cars. 

No checking of the Chrysler group’s 24,300-a-week clip 
is expected; each division projects a production total it 
has met since the spring labor disturbances. Plymouth 
will produce 11,000; Dodge, 9,000; Chrysler, 2,200, and 
De Soto, 2,100, according to ADN figures. This pace 
compares with the 20,550 output of this week last year. 

Willys continues its recent pacing of the independent 
group, with 1,820 scheduled to be produced during the 
current week, against 1,931 last week, and 793 the same 
week in 1936. Hudson-Terraplane production, ADN esti- 
mates, will drop from the 1,923 produced last week to 
1,600 units; while Nash-LaFayette is closed for start of an 
expansion program. Studebaker plans production of 160 
trucks, and in its California plants, 20 passenger cars. 
Graham will produce its customary 320, while Cord has 
35 units scheduled. The miscellaneous group, which in- 
cludes trucks, should account for about 8,500 units during 
the week, ADN estimates.

Hiking Not from $15 to $35, possibility of a general 

Likely Now’ increase throughout the industry on 

1937 models is not considered likely at 

this time. Although rising costs of labor and material 

justify such a boost, it is believed that advances will not 

be effected by other manufacturers before the 1938 
models. 

The Ford increases, which went into effect Monday, are 
understood to affect the bulk of the company’s sales vol- 
ume. All commercial and truck models, plus five pas- 
senger car jobs, were exempted from the boost. 

Models whose prices were advanced from $15 to $35 


each, are the 60 h.p. tudor sedan, boosted from $554 to 
$579; the 85 h.p. tudor sedan, from $585.50 to $610.50; 
60 h.p. tudor touring sedan, from $569 to $604; the 85 h.p. 
tudor touring, from $610.50 to $635.50; 60 h.p. fordor 
sedan, from $604 to $639; 85 h.p. fordor sedan, from 
$645.50 to $670.50; 60 h.p. fordor touring sedan, from $629 
to $664; 85 h.p. fordor touring sedan, from $670.50 to 
$695.50; and the following 85 h.p. models: coupe, from 
$570 to $585.50; de luxe coupe, from $633.50 to $658.50; 
de luxe club coupe, from $693.50 to $718.50; de luxe 
cabriolet, from $693.50 to $718.50; de luxe tudor sedan, 
from $648.50 to $673.50; de luxe tudor touring sedan, from 
$673.50 to $698.50; de luxe fordor sedan, from $708.50 to 
$733.50; de luxe fordor touring sedan, from $733.50 to 
$758.50. 

Prices on the 60 h.p. coupe and the 85 h.p. de luxe club 
cabriolet, the de luxe phaeton, the de luxe roadster and 
the de luxe convertible sedan, all remained the same.

If the guarantee against wildcat strikes 

UAW Pledges pledged Monday by Homer Martin, 

Halting of president of United Automobile Work- 
Wildcat Strikes ers union, proves more reliable than 
previous promises of the UAW, the 
outlook for future labor peace in the car industry is 
exceedingly bright. Martin’s pledge was made following 
a conference in Washington, Monday, with John L. 
Lewis, chief of the CIO, of which the UAW is an affiliate. 
At the parley, attended also by Richard Frankensteen, 
organizational director of the UAW, Martin was author- 
ized by Lewis to take whatever disciplinary action neces- 
sary to prevent calling of unauthorized strikes. 

While Martin’s promise was interpreted chiefly as ac- 
ceding to GM President William S. Knudsen’s demands 
that wild strikes be stopped before revision of the GM- 
UAW contract would be considered, it was generally 
believed also that the union finally has come to recognize 
the growing danger of adverse public opinion and dis- 
satisfaction among the union’s own members. General 
Motors and UAW representatives are now conferring on 
a clause to end further stoppages of production, pre- 
paratory to opening negotiations on a new contract to 
replace the one expiring Aug. 11. While Martin’s state- 
ment was taken as encouraging, GM is awaiting a signed 
promise to that effect. 

Martin, who told Washington newspapermen that he 
did not anticipate further strikes in the industry, de- 
clared “we are now in a position to carry out any con- 
tract negotiated with car manufacturers and suppliers. 
Within recent weeks steps have been taken toward dis- 
ciplining those people who contributed to unwarranted 
strikes. We have moved several persons and fired others, 
and we are in a position now to guarantee absolute disci- 
pline and responsibility of our members. There will be 
no unwarranted strikes or sitdowns in any company with 
which we have contracts.” 

Martin also revealed that Wyndham Mortimer and 
Ed Hall, UAW vice-presidents, had been removed from 
the GM negotiations because they had been responsible 
for several of the many “unauthorized” strikes, which

have plagued GM output since signing of the contract 
last February and of which Knudsen complained. 

While Martin said satisfactory progress was being 
made in organizing the Ford Rouge plant at Dearborn, 
he hesitated to say that UAW had sufficient membership 
there to call a strike. He asserted, however, that the 
union is now in a position to halt production at the 
Rouge through organization of Ford suppliers, but 
reiterated he did not expect a strike at the Rouge plant, 
because “Mr. Ford will sign an agreement with us before 
the end of the year.” 

Martin declared that his union had “completely organ- 
ized” Ford plants in Los Angeles and Oakland, Calif.; 
Kansas City, St. Louis, Chicago, Buffalo, Louisville, 
Somerville, Mass., Edgewater, N. J., and Iron Mountain, 
Mich. 

Meantime, a decision in the National Labor Relations 
Board hearing on union discriminatory charges against 
the Ford Motor Co. is being awaited. The three-week 
hearing, in which hearsay and rumors were admitted as 
testimony, concluded last Friday evening in Detroit, and 
the results are not expected for some time. Trial Exam- 
iner John A. Lindsay is now in Washington making his 
report to the NLRB, which will wait 10 days for filing 
of briefs before starting a detailed study of the proceed- 
ings.

Sharp upward tone, reflected in the last 12 
states to report, brought the final total for 
June passenger car sales to 360,236 units, 
which is considerably higher than previously 
expected. While the figure is still consider- 
ably under the 369,423 sales chalked up in June a year 
ago, it nevertheless is much higher than anticipated from 
early returns from states. The total is roughly 30,000 
below the figure of May, 1937, when 391,697 registrations 
were recorded. 

The June figure brings the six-month total for 1937 to 
1,996,356 units, which compares with 1,853,017 in the first 
half last year.

Final Truck it now appears quite definite that 

Total Seen ADN’s previous estimate of between 
58,000 in June 55,000 and 60,000 truck sales in June 
will hold true. The 46 states thus far 
reported account for 55,316 registrations as against 54,512 
units in June a year ago, and based on the fact that the 
missing states accounted for roughly 2,000 sales a year 
ago, this would indicate that the final June total will be 
in the neighborhood of 58,000 sales, which is within the 
range predicted by ADN. 

If this materializes, this June’s figures will exceed 
those of a year ago by something over 1,000 units, or 
approximately 58,000 to last June’s 56,851 sales. The 
anticipated total for June, however, would be roughly 
7,000 units under the total rung up in May of this year, 
when 65,857 trucks were registered in the United States. 

Including the 46 states thus reported for June, the 
Jan. 1 to date truck registrations total 338,772 units, com- 
pared with 318,140 at this time a year ago.
